Magna and Kennecott 

Magna was just a day stop, only a one day ride to Salt Lake City. About 1849-1850 Brigham Young sent 
families out to the Oquirrh Mountains to settle. The Spencer family raised cattle and the Coon family 
planted fruit trees, they and other families were instructed to grow and supply the Mormons with what they 
harvested. 

The first name of the community was Mill Stone Point, and later it became Pleasant Green. The 
government sent out some troops from California and Arizona, the 3rd California Vigilantes, under the 
command of Patrick Edward Conner. Their job was to raise the American flag, keep the stage coach open, 
because of the war in the South and to keep an eye on the Mormons. Because they were from California 
and Arizona they were experienced in prospecting and mining. They found some gold and silver in 
Bingham Canyons and also set in place, for the discovery of copper and creating the first mining claims and 
a mining district in 1863. They started an on-going mine that stills goes on today. 

Daniel C. Jackling was scientist and metallurgical engineer and understood how to extract the copper out of 
the mountain. Water being an issue at Bingham Canyon, they used Pleasant Green's water on the north 
end. In 1906 he built a concentrator, called the Magna Mill that produced 6000 tons of ore per day. His 
rival, Arthur Mill one mile west of the Magna Mill produced 3000 tons a day. This company was merged 
with the Utah Copper Company in 1910. They both had a business arrangement with the American 
Smelting and Refining Company, who built the world's largest copper smelter in Garfield. Jackling’s own 
industrial railroad called the Bingham and Garfield, over the next 7 years became the largest mining 
industry company in the world. The Utah Coppery Company was acquired by Kennecott Copper 
Corporation in 1936. 

Over the years as Utah develops, we have Pleasant View in Ogden, Pleasant Grove in Utah Valley and 
Pleasant Green in Salt Lake County. The Post Office was getting very confused so the U.S. Post Office came 
to the folks of Pleasant Green and asked them to change their name. Daniel Jackling who was one of the 
founding members of Utah Copper Company back then, being of Greek origin, suggested calling it Magna 
meaning “Significant”, so they changed their name to Magna. 

Native born Americans didn't want to work on the railroads, mines or mills, so it was attractive to recruit 
labor from Europe and other countries. These workers would work 6 days a week, 10 hours a day and 
made 2 to 3 dollars a day, American workers made more. 

Kennecott Copper as it is known by World War II, produced 30% of its copper for the war. Many of the 
men between the age of 18 and 30 left to go to the war. The men over 30 were given exemption from the 
draft to keep industry going. With the shortage of men at Kennecott, many women were hired to help. 

When you applied for a job at Kennecott, the first thing they ask was, “can you play baseball?” If you could, 
then you would get a contract to play ball. The emigrant work force loved playing baseball. Kennecott had 
one of the best teams around. Kennecott ended their baseball team in the early 1960s. 

I worked for Kennecott, now Rio Tinto, for 43 years and 3 months. I worked at the Magna Mill, Arthur 
Mill, Bonneville Mill and Copperton Concentrator. Most of my career I worked as a pipefitter. I helped 
closed the Magna, Arthur and Bonneville Mills because of modernization, cost of man power, high cost of 
maintenance and low copper prices. Copperton Concentrator is still on-line and can produce 112,000 tons 
per day or more.

Divers in Caesarea find largest treasure 
of gold coins ever discovered in Israel 




IAA official commends the divers for reporting the treasure: They 
discovered the gold and have a heart of gold that loves the country 
and its history.

Book Reviews 


While comparing the 2014 and 2015 Whiteman's Red Books, I noticed that some of the key-dates increased 
in price while most coins stayed the same. However, two modern coins increased in price, the MS-65 dime 
and 2012 proof mint sets. 

The MS-65 dime from 1965 to 2014 increased by a dollar. Most were priced $1 in the 2014 edition and 
jumped to $2 in the 2015 edition. I am not sure of the reason, but it is nice if you already have them.

For the proof sets, the 2015 edition the price jumps for the 2012 sets, $95 for the clad and $175 for the 
silver. That makes a profit of $63 for the clad and $107 for the silver. The reason for the jump is that there 
is significant drop in production of the sets. Also the 2012 mint sets have been sold out for a while and 
there isn't enough supply for the demand. The chart below shows the mint production levels of the proof 
mint set decreasing over time. Watch for the 2016 Anniversary edition to hit store shelves in several months.
